during the last 24 hours. The gravest 


danger is from the

left, 


which has been pushed northward on 


the Sinmintin road to a* point eight 


miles northwest of Mukden, 
where 


it has joined a flanking column from 


the west around the village of fatche- 


kiapo, which is located at this point. 


London, March 7—There has been 


no cessation of the fighting between 
the Russian and the Japanese armies 
in Manchuria. Russian reports State 
that at a distance the tide of battle in 
the immediate vicinity of 
Mukden 


seemed to be ebbing. The most that 
the war critics at St Petersburg seem 
to hope for at present is that General 
Kuropatkin has succeeded in re-estab- 
lishing his line of retreat in the direc- 
tion of Harbin. Word has reached 
Newchwang which, however, has no 
confirmation from other sources, that 
the Japanese are already north of 
Mukden with a large force and that 
the Russians are facing a disastrous 
defeat. There appears to be a possi- 
bility that General Kuroki has drawn 
off a portion of his army from the 
center and sent it to reinforce the di- 
visions engaged in flanking move- 
ments. General Kaulbars, the most 
trusted of General Kuropatkin's offi- 
cers, is personally in command of the 
Russian forces in the triangle between 
the railway and the Hun river, which 
vital position the Japanese have been 
assailing for several days.

reports admit that 12,000 men have 
been wounded, but make no mention 
of the number killed, and at the same 
time assert that the Japanese have 
lost 80,000 in killed or wounded.

;o whom Mr. Stillenbauer has dis- 
closed his remarkable story, and it 
would not be surprising if henceforth 
dead trees on farms in that vicinity 
are treated with utmost respect anet 
veneration and resolved 
into 
the 


minutest kind 
of 
kindling 
wood, 


before being made prey for ruthless 
lames. 
The story told by Mr. Stillenbauer, 


when quiered by telephone Tuesday 
morning, is one of

t is as follows: 


"I bought this farm last winter," 


Said Mr. Stillenbauer, 
"and for 


years it has been the property of the 
Thompson heirs. John 
Thompson 


dwelt upon it before I got hold of it. 
But I have known ~the place for

old'sugar tree that stood some dis- 
tance from the house was a sort of 
land mark, having been broken o.T 
about 14 feet from the ground proba- 
bly by a windstorm some fifty years 
ago.

The best way is to squeeze them gen- 
tly and pin on a sheet 
laid on a 


lar^e rup;. 
If you starch your cur- 


tains make the starch thin. 


Ha\e your portieres and rugs also 


well shaken, the nbeaten and folded 
away in borax powder to save them 
from moths. 


Next clean closets. 
Take every- 


thing out, wash the- shelves with bor- 
ax water, which 
will destroy ants, 


moths and 
cockroaches. 
Bring m 


clothes Irom ihe sun bath you have 
£ivon them, and put back only such 
rhinos as \ou will need in spring and 
summer. 
Fins and flannels should 


be treated like portieres, labeled and 
put away.

out of clothes enables you to 
give 


away garments before they are use 
loss, and also to take stock of your 
wardrobe.

At the Ouboukhoff works, which 
are engaged on naval contracts, tne 
management had warned the men of 
its intention to close entirely if they 
struck.

Japanese Successes. 


Washington, 
March 
7.—The Jap- 


anese legation received the following 
dispatch from the foreign 
office at 


Tokyo: "In the direction of Hingking 
the enemy on the morning of March 5 
was still obstinately resisting. In the 
region of Shaho our detachment at- 
tacking the height north of Penniulu- 
pao, four miles east of Wartushan, 
captured the enemy's first position oti 
B"arch 4. Our detachment near Hau- 
sangmupaotsu captured the Russian 
redoubt on the heights at dawn on 
March 5. In the region east of rail- 
way on the morning of March 5 we 
occupied 
Lluchungtun, two 
miles 


southeast of Wanpaoshan, and 
are 


now besieging a part of the enemy in 
that village. In the region of the rail- 
way on the same day we occupied 
Hangchengpto Hsiosuchiapao, and are 
continuing the advance on the offen- 
sive. The railway station at Suichat- 
tun is burning." 


Marked For Assassination. 


St. Petersburg, 
March 
7.—Grand 


Duke Vladimir, it is reported, has 
again been marked for assassination, 
in spite of the promises contained in 
the imperial rescript issued on March 
3. On account of the receipt recently 
of several warnings and terrorist noti- 
fications, the sentries about the grand 
duke's palace have been doubled and 
ordered to exercise special watchful- 
ness 
According to a current report a 


terrorist disguised in the uniform of a 
general attempted to gain acecsstothc 
grand duke on Saturday. On being 
searched the man was found to be 
armed with a loaded revolver. 


Again Repulsed. 


General Renncnksmpff's Headquar- 


ters. Oubenpusa, March 7 3—The Jap- 
anese again attacked Tupintai and 
other positions on the extreme left at 
5:30 o'clock Sunday evening, but were 
repulsed. Along the whole front there 
has been a scattering rifle fire, but at 
this moment it appears to be slack- 
ening.

Fighting has been in prog' 
ress on the right flank of the Russian 
army near the imperial tombs, but at 
this hour it appears to be lessening, 
and the roar of artillery indicates that 
the fighting as gradually sweeping far- 
ther and farther from Mukden. Sev- 
eral regiments stationed near Pouti- 
loff and Novgorod hills Sunday night 
attacked and captured the Japanese 
trenches, approaching under cover of 
darkness. The fighting was sharp and 
the Japanese used hand grenades, but 
finally were expelled at dawn.

weather is superb. 


Hammering 
Rennenkampff. 


General Rennenkampff's Headquar- 


ters, March 5, via Mukden, March 7.— 
Saturday afternoon and night wer» 
comparatively quiet, there being only 
an occasional scattering artillery fire 
in progress. The rest is very welcome 
to the soldiers of this division, who 
have repulsed 120 attacks within the 
fortnight, and who have been engaged 
in 
continual fighting during that 


The Russian artillery 
forces and the Japanese guns have 
been changing ground continuously.
